A “black"® looking mug pulled 
from a West Parish Church closet 
some weeks ago has been identified 
as a pre-Revolutionary silver 
tankard and its rediscovery termed 
“an art event of first importance,”’ 

The trademark J, Hurd, found 
twice on the silver piece, is identi- 
fied in antique books as that of 


Jacob Hurd, a Boston silversmith | 


who lived from 1702-1758 and had 
his shop ‘near the Town House in 
Pudding Lane, Charlestown,”* 


The tankard is of the sort used | 


by early New England Protestant 
churches in the serving of commu- 
nion, Mrs, Yves H, Buhler, assist- 
ant curator of Decorative Arts at 
Boston’s Museum of Fine Arts, 
dates this particular one in the 
1730's and reports that its dise 
covery increases museum records 
of Hurd tankards to 34, most of 
them still owned by churches, 

The heavily tarnished mug was 
found by two members of the 
church's 1965 Flower Committee 
on the prowl for vases suitable 
for sanctuary use, 

With the thought that the grimy, 
lidded mug might make an attrac- 
tive container, they turned it over 
to a willing husband who gradually 
removed the layers of black to 
discover a handsome Silver 
tankard, 

This Hurd piece is also marked 
with the initials Cc & H, first 
thought to be those of the donor, 
Appraiser Roland Hammond of No, 
Andover has said, however, that 
these initials are more likely those 
of the original owner and noteces« 
sarily those of the donor, It is 
Hammond who has said the find 
ranks as one of significance,

payer who is forced to pay a 
Superior price, Unless our 
children are getting a superior 
education, present and future stu- 
dents are being cheated, : 

It is a mistake in evaluation 
procedure to assume that we are 
following court procedure - that a 
candidate for tenure is assumed 
deserving unless proven deficient, 
If anyone is on trial, it is not the 
school committee but the candi- 
date, The burden of the proof is 
not on the school committee to 
prove mediocrity but on the candi- 
date to show clear superiority, 

It is a mistake to evaluate 
teachers according to their 
degrees, This is based on the 
fallacy that a good student makes 
a good teacher, Degrees are earned 
by educational input; teaching, on 
the other hand, is educational out- 
put, Despite courses in education, 
make pathetic 


many Ph,D’s 
teachers because they can’t 
communicate effectively what they 


know so well, 

It is a mistake in evaluating a 
principal to overlook the princi~ 
pal’s primary functions, His job 
is to manage adults to bring out

their best capabilities, and to build 
a superior staff for the future, For 
this role, he usually has no prior 
training or experience, A principal 
is not to be judged by an absence 
of faults but by his exercise of 
positive virtues as an adminis- 
trator, Because principals can 
easily monitor teachers but no 
one seems to police the principals, 
hard evidence of performance is 
not easy to come by, Yet it is vital’ 
that principals also be exactingly 
assessed for proof of excellence
